Dear Sir: 

The Notice of Allowability mailed on 09/14/06 contains an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance. 

The Statement contains language that attempts to characterize the subject matter of claim 1 . The 
Applicant submits, however, that the language in the Statement does not accurately characterize claim 1. 
In particular, the Statement states: 

Regarding claim 1, prior art of record does not disclose, in single or in combination, ... at 
least one output port programmably reconfigured such that a first programmable configuration of 
at least one output port to store data in a first output routing queue associated with a first input 
port, a second programmable configuration of at least one output port to store data in a first 
output routing queue associated with a second input port different fi-om the first input port in 
combination with other limitations of the claim, (emphasis added)

The corresponding portion of claim 1 recites: 

at least one output port can be programmably reconfigured to receive data from different 
numbers of output routing queues that are associated with a single input port, such that: 

in a first programmable configuration of the at least one output port, the at least 
one output port is configured to receive data from a first output routing queue associated with a 
first input port; and 

in a second programmable configuration of the at least one output port, the at 
least one output port is configured to receive data from the first output routing queue associated 
with a second input port different from the first input port, (emphasis added) 

Even if the Examiner's style of summarizing claim recitations is proper (which the Applicant does not 
admit), the fact remains that the Examiner's summary replaces the phrase "receive data from" with the 
phrase "store data in" in two different passages of claim 1. To that extent, the Applicant objects to the 
Statement. 

In general, to the extent that the Statement differs from the language of any of the independent 
claims, the Applicant rejects any narrowing or limitations that might possibly result from such 
differences. 

For each of these reasons individually and for all these reasons collectively, the Applicant 
objects to the Statement.
